Haction. Staigg sought the aid of the law to 
recover the land. Lawrence lighting him. for 
nineteen years.

Staigg. In March following,. Lawrence died 
in New York, and noH long afterward Shugg 
died also.

delivery system, we reproduce an article 
from the South Bend Tribune, which ex- 
plains the machinery of the system in 
that city. South Bend having about the 
same population of our city, 10,000, it 
may not be long, with proper agitation, 
ere the same system is adopted in this 
city. Tho Tribune says: 


Postmaster Pfleger and his assistants 


are at present actively engaged preparing 
for the introduction of the free delivery 
of mails system in this city, which event 
occurs on the first of December. 
From 


a list of nearly 200 applicants for car- 
riers' positions, the following have been 
appointed: Charles M. George, S. C. 
Lontz, S. -U. Waldo, P. S. Mulligan, 
John i'esmer, Herman Culver. 
Mr. 


George is superintendent, and will at- 
tend to the distributkm of mail to the 
carriers. Waldo's district will be in the 
business part of the city, Mulligan's in 
tho western part, Lontz' in the fourth 
wiird, Tesmer's in the southwestern part, 
taking in Poland town, Culver's the 
southern part. There will be four deliv- 
eries a day for the main part oE the city, 
all the carriers starting out at 7 o'clock 
in the morning for a quick delivery to 
businessmen; another at 8 o'clock, ex- 
tending farther out into the residence 
portion, a-nd a general delivery at 1 
o'clock in the afternoon over the entire 
city, aud still another for the business 
part at 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
Tho 


newly appointed carriers begin this week 
to acquaint themselves with their routes 
by calling on tho citizens, getting the 
names and numbers of the houses. The 
carriers selected are all old residents of 
tho city, are active and reliable and well 
qualified for the position. Their salary 
is SGOO a year each. 
They will bo uni- 


formed m grey, the regulation dress of 
the service. Postmaster Pfleger is prepar- 
ing to remodel tbe interior of the post- 
office for the accommodation of the free 
delivery system, each carrier to be pro- 
vided with a desk and pigeon holes for 
the arrangement of bis mail. Oa Sunday 
mornings the carriers will be at the post- 
office to deliver mail to the parties who 
live along their respective routes.
